POWER  OF  RELIGION— POWER  OF  MUSIC. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  anecdotes,  illustrating  the 
power  of  music,  was  related  a  few  days  sjnee,  in  a  so- 
cial meeting,  by  an  English  clergyman,  who  was  ao, 
quainted  with  the  facts. 

A  nobleman  of  great  wealth,  Lord ,  was  a  man 

of  the  world.  His  pleasures  were  drawn  from  his  riches 
— his  honours  and  friends.  His  daughter  was  the  idol  of 
his  heart.  Much  had  been  expended  in  her  education  : 
and  well  did  she  repay,  in  her  intellectual  endowments 
the  solicitude  of  her  parents.  She  was  highly  accom- 
plished, amiable  in  her  disposition  and  winning  in  her 
manners.     They  were  all  strangers  to  Go'd.     At  length 

Miss attended  a  methodist  meeting  in  London, 

was  deeply  awakened,  and  soon  happily  converted.  Now 
she  delighted  in  the  services  of  the  sanctuary,  and  social 
religious  meetings.  To  her  the. charms  of  Christianity 
were  overpowering;  frequenting  those  places  where  she 
met  with  congenial  minds,  animated  with  similar  hopes, 
she  was  often  found  in  the  house  of  God. 

The  change  was  marked  by  her  fond  father  with  pain- 
ful solicitude.  To  see  his  lovely  daughter  thus  infatu- 
ated, was  to  him  occasion  of  deep  grief,  and  he  resolved 
to  correct  her  erroneous  notions  on  the  subject  of  the 
real  pleasures  and  business  of  life.  He  placed  at  her 
■disposal  large  sums  of  money,  hoping  sh'e  would  be  in- 
duced togo  into  the  fashions  and  extravagancies  of  others 
of  her  birth,  and  leave  the  Methodist  meetings,  but  she 
maintained  her  integrity. — He  took  her  on  long  and  fre- 
quent journeys,  conducted  in  the  most  engaging  manner, 
in  order  to  divert  her  mind  from  religion;  but  she  still 
delighted  in  the  Saviour.  After  faiKng  in  many  projects 
which  he  fondly  anticipated  would  be  effectual  in  sub- 
diiing  the  religious  feelings  of  his  daughter,  he  intro- 
duced her  into  company  under  sueh  circumstances  that 
she  must  either  join  in  the  recreation  of  the  party,  or 


giwe  high  offence.  Hope  lighted  up  the  countenance 
of  this  infatuated  but  misguided  father,  as  he  saw  his 
snare  about  to  entangle  in  its  meshes  the  object  of  his 
solicitude.  It  had  been  arranged  among  his  friends, 
that  several  young  ladies  should,  on  the  approaching 
festive  occasion,  give  a  song,  accompanied  by  the  piano 
forte.  The  hour  arrived — the  party  assembled.  Seve- 
ral had  performed  thetr  parts  to  the  great  delight  of 

the  party,  which  was  in  high  spirits;  "  Miss was 

now  called  on  for  a  song,  and  many  hearts  now  beat 
high  in  hope  of  victory.  Should  she  decline,  she  was 
disgraced.  Should  she  comply,  their  triumph  was  com- 
plete. This  was  the  moment  to  seal  her  fate.  With 
perfect  self-possession  she  took  her  seat  at  the  piano 
forte,  run  her  fingers  over  its  keys,  and  commenced 
playing,  singing,  in  a  sweet  air,  the  following  words  — 
No  room  for  mirth  or  trifling  here, 

For  worldly  hope  or  worldly  fear, 
I#life  so  soon  is  gone; 

If  now  the  Judge  is.  at  the  door. 
And  all  mankind -must  stand  before 

Th'  inexorable  throne ! 

No  matter  which  my  thoughts  employ, 
A  moment's  misery  or  joy: 

But  O!  when  both  shall  end! 
Where  shall  I  find  my  destined  place'. 

Shall  I,  my  everlasting  days 
With  fiends  or  angels  spend? 
She  arose  from  her  seat.     The  whole  party  was  sub. 
diced.    Not  a  word  was  spoken.    Her  father  wept  aloud. 
One  by  one,  they  left  the  house.     Lord never  rest- 
ed till  he  became  a  Christian.     He  lived  an  example 
of  Christian  benevolence — having  giverr  to  benevolent 
Christian  enterprises,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  nearly 
half  a  million  of  dollars.

THE  CHRISTIAN  TRAVELLER. 

The  following  deeply  interesting  account  is  from  an 
authentic  narrative  recently  published  by  the  Ameri- 
can Tract  Society  with  the  above  title.— Would  those 
Christian  gentlemen  who  embark  so  frequently  in  our 
packet  ships  for  foreign   ports,  and  those  who  are 
thronging  our  steam  and  canal  boats,  but  exert  them- 
selves for  the  salvation  of  the  sailors  and  boatmen 
who  are  thus  broujdit  in  their  way,  the  conversion  of 
a  multitude  of  such  might  be  expected. — Sailor's  Mag, 
Having  tarried  a  few  days  in  a  beautiful  village  of  the 
West,  I  embarked  in  a  vessel  which  was  crossing  one 
of  the  great  lakes.     Three  other  individuals  had  taken 
passage,  and  the  night  coming  on  found  us  waiting  for 
a  breeze. 

About  9  o'clock,  as  the  sails  were  hoisted,  another 
passenger  came  on  board.  "When  we  had  cleared  the 
harbour  he  entered  the  cabin  and  seemed  to  suppose  that 
he  was  alone:  for  we  had  all  retired  to  our  berths.  The 
lamp  was  burning  dimly  on  the  table,  but  it  afforded 
sufficient  light  for  me  to  discover  that  he  was  youna. 
Sealing  himself  beside  it,  he  drew  a  book  from  his 
pocket  and  read  a  few  minutes.  Suddenly  from  oa 
deck  was  heard  the  voice  of  the  captain,  uttering  oaths 
terrific  beyond  description.  The  youth  arose,  laid  his 
book  in  the  chair,  and  kneeling  beside  it,  in  a  low  whis- 
per engaged  in  prayer.  I  listened  atteniively*and  though 
his  soul  seemed  to  burn  within  him,  I  could  gather  only 
an  occasional  word,  or  part  of  a  sentence,  such  as  "  mei- 
cy,"  "dying,"  "heathen,"  "sinners,"  &c.  Presently 
he  seemed  in  an  agony  of  spirit  for  these  swearers,  and 
could  scarcely  suppress  his  voice  while  pleading  with 
God  to  have  mercy  on  them.  My  soul  was  stirred  within 
me.  There  was  a  sacredness  in  this  place,  and  I  was 
self-condemned,  knowing  that  I  also  professed  the  name 
of  Jesus,  and  had  retired  with  my  fellow  passengers  to 
rest,  not  having  spoken  to  God  or  committed  myself  to 
his  care. 

Early  in  the  morning  I  was  waked  by  a  loud  voice 
at  the  door  of  the  companion  way  :  "  Here !  whose  tracts 
are  these  ."'  followed  by  other  voices  in  threats  and  im- 
precations against  tract  distributors,  Bethels,  Tempe- 
rance Societies,  &c.

a  Bible,  which  he  said  was  given  him  in  early  life  by  his 
father,  with  a  request  that  he  would  never  part  with  it. 
We  llsiened  as  our  friend  read  Matthew's  account  of 
Christ's  crucifixion  and  resurrection  ;  and  then,  looking 
round  upon  us,  he  said,  "  He  is  risen — yes,  Jesus  lives, 
let  us  worship  him."

WHOLE-HEARTEDNESS  OF  A  SAILOR. 
During  the  delivery  of  a  sermon  by  Rev.  Baron  Stow, 
before  the  Fatherless  and  Widows  Society,  in  Boston, 


on  Sabbath  last,  an  incident  occurred  which  illustrates 
the  whole-heartedness  that  is  so  characteristic  of  a  mari- 
ner. We  were  not  a  little  amused,  says  the  Tiaveller, 
in  witnessing  the  effect  which  the  sermon  had  appa- 
rently produced  on  the  mind  of  a  warm-hearted,  but 
weather-beaten  son  of  old  Neptune,  who  happened  to 
be  sitting  near  us.  When  the  box  was  approaching  he^» 
pulled  out  his  rusty  purse,  containing  a  two  dollar  bill  ' 
and  some  odd  change,  and  prepared  to  deposit  his  all; 
remarking  rather  roughly,  he  would  let  'em  know  that  a 
sailor  had  as  much  feeling  as  the  best  of 'em.  "  Besides," 
said  he,  "  who  knows  but  my  Kate  will  one  day  need  a 
lift?" 


ANECDOTE  OF  MURAT. 

The  following  anecdote  respecting  Murat  is  quite  an 
interesting  one.  It  was  related  to  the  writer  by  the 
Countess  of  Lipona,  the  widow  of  that  distinguished 
man,  and  is  in  substance  as  follows: — 

When  Italy  was  French,  a  mutiny  broke  out  in  one  of 
the  French  regiments  in  the  garrison  at  Leghorn.  On 
receiving  intelligence  of  it,  Napoleon  was  highly  en- 
raged, and  gave  orders  to  Murat  to  make  an  example  of 
the  offenders  by  a  severe  punishment.  When  he  ar- 
rived at  Leghorn  the  revolt  was  soon  suppressed,  but 
the  regiment  was  ordered  to  parade,  and  was  told  by 
Murat  that  he  had  orders  from  the  Emperor  to  punish, 
and  that  he  would  do  it.  The  soldiers  cast  themselves 
at  his  feet  and  implored  mercy,  but  the  General  appeared 
to  be  inexorable,  and  declared  that  he  would  have  one 
out  of  every  ten  men  shot.  This  declaration  occasioned 
great  consternation,  and  the  regiment,  officers  and  all, 
sent  a  deputation  to  the  General,  saying,  (bat  they  would 
all  be  willing  to  lose  their  lives  in  the  next  battle,  under 
the  eyes  of  the  Enftperor,  if  he  would  spare  them.  This 
appeal  produced  an  apparent  change  in  the  determina- 
tion of  the  General.  He  never  intended  to  be  as  severe 
as  he  had  threatened,  and  but  for  the  orders  of  Napo- 
leon, would  have  pardoned  all  the  offenders.  His  sen- 
tence was  now  modified  so  far  as  to  demand  the  execu- 
tion of  three  soldiers,  and  the  victims  were  accordingly 
designated,  and  separated  from  the  rest. 

In  the  course  of  the  night,  Murat  sent  for  the  unfortu- 
nate men  and  told  them  that  they  were  to  be  shot  on 
the  next  day.  Upon  this  intelligence  they  fell  at  his. 
feet,  not  to  ask  for  their  lives,  but  to  ask  his  forgiveness^

Just,  however,  as  they  were  leaving  him,  the  following 
diologue  ensued : — 

Murat.  Stop  ?  If  I  give  you  your  lives,  will  you  be 
honest  fellows  ? 

Soldiers.  No.  We  wish  to  die  :  we  deserve  death  ; 
it  would  be  right  that  we  should  be  shot. 

Murat.  And  what  if  I  don't  choose  to  shoot  you! 
Why  do  you  wish  to  die,  when  I  wish  you  to  live?  I 
have  never  shed  blood  except  on  the  day  of  battle — I 
have  never  given  orders  to  fire  but  upon  enemies;  I 
will  not  give  them  against  you,  who  are  my  brothers — 
who  are  Frenchmen,  although  you  have  been  very  cul- 
pable. 

The  story  then  goes  on  to  say,  that  it  was  necessary 


to  conceal  this  pardon  from  Napoleon,  and  to  impress 
the  rest  of  the  troops  by  an  example ;  it  was  agreed  be- 
tween the  parties,  that  at  twilight  the  next  evening, 
there  was  to  be  a  sham  execution.  The  muskets  were 
to  have  nothing  but  wads  in  them,  and  the  soldiers 
were  to  fall  as  if  dead,  and  to  be  carried  off  by  persons 
in  the  secret,  to  a  cemetery,  where  they  were  to  put  on 
sailor's  clothes  preparatory  to  embarking  in  an  Ameri- 
can vessel  for  New  Orleans,  with  a  thousand  francs  apiece 
in  their  pockets.  The  whole  of  the  plan  was  carried 
into  execution,  and  the  Countess  stated  that  Napoleon 
was  never  made  acquainted  with  the  transaction. 

So  far  for  the  story  of  the  Countess.  The  sequel  was 
related  to  the  writer  at  a  subsequent  period  at  Rome, 
by  a  person  who  had  been  intimate  in  the  Imperial 
family. 

A  French  gentleman  who  was  travelling  in  Louisiana, 
in  the  year  1831,  was  overtaken  by  a  shower,  and  took 
shelter  in  a  farm  house,  which  he  was  surprised  to  find 
well  furnished  with  pictures  of  the  most  celebrated 
French  battles,  and  where  he  found  an  old  French  lady, 
to  whom  he  introduced  himself  as  a  stranger.  The  lady 
asked  him  if  he  was  a  Frenchman,  and  he  replied  that 
he  was,  and  that  he  had  relations  in  that  very  room. 
Soon  after,  the  son  of  the  lady,  who  was  the  proprietor 
of  the  farm  came  in,  and  upon  seeing  the  stranger,  he 
was  forcibly  struck  with  his  appearance,  and  in  the  po- 
lite manner  so  natural  to  a  Frenchman,  even  of  the  most 
humble  class,  asked  him  his  name.  The  stranger  refused 
to  tell  it  for  a  time,  but  in  a  short  period  a  denouement 
took  place,  by  which  it  appeared  that  the  farmer  was 
one  of  the  soldiers  whose  life  had  been  so  humanely 
spared  by  Murat,  and  the  stranger  was  no  less  a  person 
than  Achille  Murat,  the  son  of  his  benefactor,  to  whom 
the  soldier  related  the  incidents  which  had  brought  him 
to  America,  and  mentioned  that  his  two  comrades  had 
died  at  New  York  about  two  years  before.

The  system  of  Sabbath  School  instruction,  which  is 
now  in  general  use  throughout  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  States,  was  commenced  in  1782,  by  Robert 
Raikes  of  Gloucester  in  England.  The  first  .Sunday 
School  society  in  the  United  States  was  formed  at  Phi- 
ladelphia in  1791.  The  American  Sunday  School  Union 
was  formed  at  Philadelphia  in  May,  1824,  by  the  combi- 
nation of  several  local  societies  which  previously  existed, 
the  largest  of  which  was  the  "  Philadelphia  Sunday  and 
Adult  School  Union,"  formed  in  1817.  The  objects  of  this 
institution,  as  stated  in  the  first  article,  are,  "  to  concen- 
trate the  efforts  of  Sabbath  School  societies  in  different 
sections  of  our  country;  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  the 
friends  of  religious  instruction  on  the  Lord's  day ;  to 
disseminate  useful  information ;  to  circulate  moral  and 
religious  publications  in  every  part  of  the  land;  and  to 
endeavour  to  plant  a  Sunday  School  wherever  there  is  a 
population."

In  the  "  Principles  of  the  Union"  it  is  stated,;—"  That 
whilst  members  of  these  several  denominations  thus  con- 
nect themselves  for  this  general  purpose,  it  is  mutually 
understood  that  the  Society  shall  assume  no  control 
over  any  school  whatever;  that  every  Christian  church 
in  the  land  shall  be  encouraged  to  establish  schools  on 
its  own  principles  ;  and  that  the  aid  of  their  books  and 
helps  shall  be  afforded  to  them  all  on  as  cheap  terms  as 


they  can  be  furnished. — To  secure  a  more  perfect  con- 
currence of  Christians,  the  agents,  missionaries,  and 
other  persons  employed  by  the  Society,  are  selected  in- 
discriminately, as  far  as  possible,  from  different  denomi- 
nations, regard  being  had  only  to  the  piety  and  qualifi* 
cations  of  the  persons  so  engaged. 

The  general  objects,  to  which  the  funds  of  the  Society 
are  appropriated,  are  two-fold  ; — 1st,  the  establishment 
and  support  of  Sunday  Schools  in  destitute  places,  es- 
pecially in  the  Western  and  Southern  States; — 2dly, 
the  distribution  of  the  Society's  publications  at  the  low- 
est prices,  or  gratuitously,  wherever  readers  can  be 
found,  not  only  in  this  country,  but  at  the  various  Pro- 
testant missionary  stations  of  the  earth,  where  they  are 
wanted  for  English  readers,  as  well  as  for  the  aid  of  com- 
pilers and  translators  in  native  languages. 

Annual  subscribers  of  g3  a  year  are  members  of  the 
Society,  and  the  payment  of  §30,  at  one  time,  consti- 
tutes a  life-member. — The  receipts  of  the  Society  during 
the  year  ending  May,  1834,  amounted  to  §136,855.58. 

No  clergyman  can  ever  be  an  officer  or  manager  of 
the  society.  The  constitutiorvprovides  that  the  officers 
and  managers  shall  be  laymen. 

The  mechanical  work  of  the  Society,  (paper  making, 
stereotyping,  engraving,  printing,  binding,  &c.,)  is  all 
done  by  contract.  The  Society  owns  neither  types, 
presses,  nor  tools  of  trade ;  and  is  only  responsible  for 
using  the  best  endeavors  to  get  its  work  done  well  and 
at  a  fair  price. 

The  time  and  services  of  the  Board  are  bestowed 
gratuitously.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Society's  book- 
store, the  Editors  of  the  Society's  publications,  and  the 
Clerks,  are  paid  for  their  services. 

All  the  books  of  the  Society  are  published  under  the 
direction  of  a  Committee,  consisting  of  eight  members 
from  at  least  four  different  denominations  of  Christians, 
and  not  more  than  two  members  from  any  one  denomi- 
nation; and  no  book  can  be  published  to  which  any 
member  of  the  Committee  shall  object. 

The  establishment  and  support  of  Sunday  Schools  in 
every  part  of  the  country,  being  the  great  object  of  the 
Union,  the  agents  and  missionaries  employed  by  the 
Society  are  instructed  to  extend  their  labours  indis- 
criminately among  every  denomination  of  evangelical 
Christians;  and  men  of  every  such  denomination,  are 
employed. 

The  entire  funds  of  the  Society,  arising  from  the  sale

Sunday  Schools. 

The  relation  of  an  auxiliary  involves  no  obligation 
which  is  not  expressed  in  the  clause  of  the  constitution 
referring  to  it :  any  society  or  school  is  as  independent 
after  it  connects  itself  with  the  Society,  as  it  was  before. 
The  Society  has  no  control  over  it,  and  cannot  interfere, 
in  any  form,  with  its  proceedings.  Its  patrons  and  friends 
may  have  a  school  when  and  where  they  please.  Nor 
can  the  Society  oblige  them  to  support  any  of  its  plans, 


or  abandon  any  of  their  own.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
relation  may  be  dissolved  at  the  pleasure  of  the  auxilia- 
ries; indeed,  it  is  constituted  for  their  benefit,  rather 
than  for  that  of  the  parent  Union. 

The  ground  and  buildings  of  the  Societv  (146  Ches- 
nut  street,  Philadelphia,)  cost  §42,000,  of  which  §20,000 
were  contributed,  for  this  object,  by  citizens  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  the  sum  of  nearly  §20,000  is  still  due. 
The  marble  front  was  put  up  without  expense  to  the 
Society. 

The  Society  has  already  published  between  four  and 
five  hundred  different  reading  books,  nearly  three  hun- 
dred of  which  are  handsomely  bound  and  cost  one  mill 
and  two-thirds  per  page.  The  residue  are  put  up  in  pa- 
per or  bound  in  small  volumes,  to  the  number  of  twenty 
or  thirty. 

These  books  form  an  extensive  Sunday  School  Library 
suitable  for  children  and  youth.  They  are  circulated 
through  thousands  of  families;  and  every  person,  friend 
or  foe,  may  examine  them  for  himself.  The  use  of  the 
Library  is  gratuitous. 

The  reports  of  the  Society  up  to  May  26,  1835,  show 
that  there  are  or  have  been  connected  with  it,  upwards 
of  16,000  schools,  115,000  teachers,  and  799,000  pupils. 
At  least  50,000  teachers  and  pupils  have  become  pro- 
fessors of  religion,  during  the  11  years  of  the  Society's 
existence.  The  principal  Depositories  for  the  sale  of 
the  Society's  publications  are  146  Chesnut  street,  Phila- 
delphia, and  205  Broadway,  New  York.  A  complete 
set  of  the  publications,  bound  in  uniform  style  and  num- 
bered, (exclusive  of  cards,  text-books,  infant  school- 
books,  Sec.)  can  be  obtained  for  less  than  §60;  such  a 
set  would  embrace  nearly  300  volumes. 

AMERICAN  TRACT  SOCIETY. 

The  American  Tract  Society  was  instituted  at  Boston 
in  1834.  Its  "object  is  to  promote  the  interests  of  vital 
godliness  and  good  morals  by  distributing  such  Tracts 
as  shall  be  calculated  to  receive  the  approbation  of  se- 
rious Christians  of  all  denominations." 

Connected  with  this  Society  there  have  been  upwards 
of  700  auxiliaries  in  the  states  of  Maine,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Vermont,  and  Massachusetts;  and  these  states 
now  form  its  more  appropriate  field  of  operation.  Its 
receipts  during  the  year  ending  May,  1835,  amounted 
to  §18,913.29.    The  General  Depository  is  at  No.  5 
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The  Tenth  Month,  or  OCTOBER— 1837,

AMERICAN  TEMPERANCE  SOCIETY.

This  Society  was  formed  at  Boston  in  February,  1826; 
and  some  account  of  its  origin  and  progress  may  "be  seen 
in  the  volumes  of  the  "American  Almanac"  for  1831 
and  1834.  There  has  perhaps  never  been  an  institution 
which,  within  the  space  of  nine  years  from  its  founda- 
tion, has  excited  a  greater  interest,  or  been  productive 
of  more  important  benefits.  It  has  gained  the  support 
of  persons  of  all  classes,  ranks,  and  professions ;  of  all 
political  parties,  and  all  religious  denominations.  It  has 
commenced  a  most  salutary  and  extensive  reform,  with 
respect  to  intemperance,  a  vice  which  has  operated  in 
this  country  and  in  many  others,  as  one  of  the  severest 
scourges  that  ever  afflicted  the  human  race.  This  reform, 
which  was  commenced  in  this  country,  has  been  extend- 
ed in  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland;  in  Sweden  and 
Russia;  in  Hindostan,  Burmali  and  China;  in  Cevlon 
and  other  Asiatic  islands;  in  Africa,  in  the  South  Sea 
Islands,  and  in  South  America. 

The  following  statements  derived  from  the  Annual 
Reports  of  the  Society,  indicate  the  remarkable  success 
with  which  its  operations  in  this  country  have  been  at- 
tended. According  to  these  Reports,  in  1831,  3000  Tern- 
perance  Societies  had  been  formed  in  the  United  States, 
13  of  them  state  societies,  embracing  more  than  300,000 
members;  1000  distilleries  had  been  stopped;  and  3000 

traders  had  discontinued  the  traffic  in  ardent  spirits: 

in  1833,  there  were  more  than  5000  Temperance  Socie- 
ties, 21  of  them  state  societies,  comprising  more  than 
1,000,000  members;  more  than  2000  persons  had  ceased 
to  make  ardent  spirit;  more  than  6000  had  ceased  to 
sell  it;  more  than  700  vessels  were  navigated  without 
it;  and  more  than  5000  drunkards  had  been  reformed  : 
—in  1834,  there  were  more  than  7000  Temperance  So- 
cieties, embracing  upwards  of  1,250,000  members;  more 
than  3000  distilleries  had  been  stopped;  more  than 
7000  traders  had  discontinued  the  traffic;  more  than 
1000  vessels  were  afloat  on  the  ocean  in  which  ardent 
spirit  was  not  used;  and  more  than  10,000  drunkards 
had  been  reformed  :— in  1835,  there  were  upwards  of 
8000  Temperance  Societies,  23  of  them  state  societies, 
one  in  every  state,  except  Louisiana,  embracing  more 
than  1,500,000  members;  more  than  4,000  distilleries 
had  been  stopped;  more  than  8000  traders  had  ceased

gated  without  using  it;  more  than  12,000  drunkards  had 
been  reformed;  and  it  was  computed  that  more  than 
20,000  other  persons  had  ceased  to  use  any  intoxicating 
drink. 

The  Temperance  Society  has  called  to  its  aid  the  im- 
portant influence  of  the  pulpit  and  the  press.  The 
Christian  minister  and  the  patriotic  citizen  have  coope- 
rated harmoniously  in  promoting  this  great  reform.  Lee 


tures  on  intemperance  have  been  delivered,  with  great 
success,  throughout  the  country.  Reports  of  Tempe- 
rance Societies,  Temperance  Tracts,  and  Temperance 
Newspapers  have  been  disseminated  in  every  part  of  the 
Union;  and  it  has  been  shown  that  the  use  of  ardent' 
spirit  annually  brings  to  a  miserable  death  as  many  as 
40,000  or  50,000  persons  in  the  United  States;  and  that 
it  is  the  great  cause  of  pauperism  and  crime  throughout 
the  country. 

No  circumstance  has  tended  more  effectually  to  for- 
ward  the  temperance  reform,  than  the  ground  which 
has  been  taken  -by  the  medical  profession.  In  February* 
1832,  75  physicians  of  Boston,  comprising  the  great 
body  of  the  profession  in  that  city,  afiixed  their  signa- 
tures to  the  following  declaration ;  %iz.  "The  subscri- 
bers, physicians  of  Boston,  hereby  declare  it  to  be  their 
opinion,  that  men  in  health  are  never  benefited  by  the  use 
of  ardent  spirits,— that  on  the  contrary,  the  use  of  them 
is  the  frequent  cause  of  disease  and  death,  and  often 
renders  such  diseases  as  arise  from  other  causes  more 
difficult  of  cure  and  more  fatal  in  their  termination." 

This  declaration  was  soon  after  signed  by  65  physi- 
cians in  the  county  of  Worcester,  Massachusetts.  "  Simi- 
lar testimony,"  says  the  Report  of  the  American  Tem- 
perance Society  for  1834,  "has  been  given  the  past 
year,  by  several  thousand  physician:?,  both  in  this  coun- 
try and  in  Europe."  This  is  attacking  the  use  of  ardent 
spirit  in  its  strong  hold  by  a  class  of  men  who  are  natu- 
rally looked  upon  as  the  guardians  of  the  pubic  health  ; 
and  who,  in  a  question  of  this  sort,  are  entitled  to  have 
the  greatest  influence.  The  question  is  now  brought 
to  this  point,— either  the  decision  of  the  physicians  is 
wrong,  or  the  use  of  ardent  spirit  as  drink  ought  to  be 
entirely  laid  aside.  The  prevailing  use  of  it  has  doubt- 
less been  chiefly  owing  to  the  general  belief  that  a  tem- 
perate or  moderate  use  of  it  was  beneficial ;  but  let  the- 
above  decision  of  the  physicians  once  gain  universal  be- 
lief, and  the  use  of  ardent  spirit  as  drink  cannot  possibly 
be  any  longer  justified,  or  esteemed  reputable. 

Resolutions  declaring  "that  the  traffic  in  ardent  spirit 
to  be  used  as  drink  is  morally  wrong,  and  ought  to  be 
universally  abandoned,"  have  been  passed  by  various 
ecclesiastical  bodies  of  different  denominations  of  Chris- 
tians, embracing  more  than  5000  ministers  of  the  Gospel, 
and  more  than  6000  churches;  by  several  State  Tempe- 
rance Societies ;  by  the  Congressional  Temperance  So- 
ciety; and  by  the  American  Temperance  Society,  at  its 
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1st  Sunday  in  Advent.

meeting  at  E'hiladelphia,  in  May,  1834,  comprising  more 
than  400  delegates,  from  21  different  states.  This  declara- 
tion has  seemed  to  many  to  be  "  a  hard  saying;"  and  some 
years  since,  before  the  public  mind  was  enlightened  on 
the  subject,  it  would  probably  have  been  generally  so  re- 
garded. But  if  the  declaration  of  the  physicians,  above 
quoted,  is  founded  in  truth  ;  and  if,  in  connection  with 
it,  we  take  into  consideration  the  multiplied  and  incal- 
culable  evils  which  are  produced  by  the  customary  use 
of  ardent  spirit,  as  destructive  of  character,  of  property, 
of  health,  and  of  life;  as  the  fruitful  source  of  domestic 
suffering  and  sorrow,  of  pauperism  and  of  crime ;  as 
ruinous,  in  numberless  instances,  to  man,  whether  re- 
garded as  a  member  of  society,  or  a  being,  formed  for, 


immortality,  there  seems  to  be  scarcely  any  principle 
ot  morals  which  rests  on  a  firmer  basis,  or  to  which  a 
regard  seems  more  obligatory  on  every  conscientious 
man,— on  every  one  who  values  his  character  as  a  Chris- 
tian>  a  philanthropist,  or  a  patriot.

A  FEMALE  SAILOR. 

A  rather  singular  circumstance  occurred  on  board  the 
ship  Daedalus,  Captain  Malony,  arrived  at  this  port  from 
St.  John,  New  Brunswick,  on  the  voyage  homewards. 
It  appears  that  when  at  St.  John,  Captain  Malony,  being 
short  of  hands,  went  to  the  gaol  there,  and  was  furnished 
by  the  Governor,  a  Mr.  Nowlan,  with  an  apparently  ro- 
bust and  able-bodied  seaman,  who  was  shipped  under 
the  name  of  Thomas  Hanford,  and  came  on  board  with 
a  jug  of  rum,  pipes  and  tobacco,  sea  stores  and  clothing, 
all  in  regular  sailor  fashion.  When  the  vessel  had 
been  at  sea  for  some  days  all  hands  were  sent  up  to  reef 
top  sails,  it  blowing  a  gale  of  wind  at  the  time.  Master 
Thomas  was  very  shy  of  going  up  stairs,  but  the  order 
being  enforced,  he  got  as  far  as  the  mizzen  top,  ami 
there,  his  heart  failing  him,  he  came  down  and  confessed 
to  the  mate  that  he  was  a  woman,  and  his  real  name 
Sarah  Busker.  A  consultation  having  been  had  as  to 
the  manner  of  disposing  of  her,  it  was  agreed  that  she 
should  wait  in  the  cabin  as  servant  to  a  female  passenger, 
in  which  capacity  she  was  employed  during  the  remain- 
der of  the  voyage,  but  was  obliged  the  whole  time  to 
remain  in  the  dress  she  had  chosen  for  herself.  It  ap- 
pears that  this  is  not  the  first  time  that  she  has  figured 
as  a  sailor,  having,  according  to  her  own  account,  been 
previously  on  a  fishing  voyage  to  Labrador,  in  the  same 
character,  without  discovery  of  her  sex.  She  ha3  now 
obtained  a  situation  as  a  servant  in  town,  having,  we 
presume,  given  up  all  further  thoughts  of  the  sea.  Cap- 
tain Malony  intends  to  prosecute  the  gaoler  for  thetriGk 
played  upon  him,  on  his  return  to  St.  John. 
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WILD  BOAK 
The  wild  boar,  which,  according  to  Cuvier,  is  the 
original  from  which  have  sprung  all  the  common  varie- 
ties of  the  domestic  lug,  seems  to  have  abounded  atone 
time  in  nearly  every  country  of  Europe  and  Asia,  and 
also  in  some  parts  of  Africa.  In  America  it  was  unknown 
until  introduced  by  Europeans;  for  the  Peccary,  al- 
though sometimes  called  the  Mexican  hog,  appears  to 
be  indisputably  a  distinct  anima!. 

In  the  "  Description  of  London,"  by  Fitzstephen,  writ- 
ten in  the  reign  of  Henry  II.,  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
twelfth  century,  it  is  stated  that  the  forest,  by  which 
London  was  the.i  surrounded,  was  frequented  by  boats 
as  well  as  various  other  wild  animals.  In  Scotland  a 
tract  of  country  now  forming  one  of  the  extremeties  of 
jhe  county  of  Fife,  was  anciently  called  Muckross,  which 
in  Celtic  signifies  the  Boar-promontory.  The  tradition 
is,  that  it  was  famous  as  a  haunt  of  boars.  A  district 
forming  a  portion  of  it  is  in  old  writings  designated  by 
the  name  of  the  Boar-Hills,  which  has  now 'been  cor-

rupted  into  B\re  Hills.  It  lies  in  the  vicinity  of  St.  An- 
drew's, in  the  cathedral  church  of  which  city  it  is  said 
that  there  were  to  be  seen  before  the  Reformation,  at- 
tached by  chains  to  the  high  altar,  two  boar's  tusks  of 
the  extraordinary  length  of  sixteen  inches  each,  the 
memorials  of  an  enormous  brute  which  had  been  slaugh- 
tered by  the  inhabitants  after  having  long  infested  the 
neighbourhood.  See  "Martines  Reliquiae  Divi  Anclise," 
and  Sir  Robert  Sibbald's  "  History  of  Fife  and  Kinross." 
In  every  country  where  the  wild  boar  v\as  found,  the 
hunting  of  the  animal  was  a  favourite  sport.  In  ancient 
times,  it  was  practised  equally  by  the  civilized  Romans, 
and  by  our  own  barbarous  forefathers  in  Germany,  and 
in  this  island.  In  this  country  the  wild  boar  was  reck- 
oned among  the  ordinary  "beasts  of  venery"  down  to  a 
comparatively  recent  period.  In  Strutl's  "  Sports  and 
Pastimes  of  the  People  of  England"  are  given  two  en- 
gravings illustrative  of  this  subject;  one  from  a  manu- 
script of  the  ninth  century,  representing  a  Saxon  chief- 
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tain, attended  by  his, huntsmen  and  a  couple  of  hounds, 
pursuing   the  wild  swine  in   a  forest;  and   the  other 
showing  the  manner,  iu  which  the  animal  was  attacked 
in  the  fourteenth  century.  'There  is  a  famous  old  work 
called  the  *'  Book  of  St.  Alban's,"  from  having  been  first 
printed  in  1486  at  the  Abbey  there,  being  a  series  of 
metrical  treatises  on"  hunting,   hawking,  angling,   and 
herallry,  written  in  the*  fourteenth  century,  by  Dame 
Juliana  Berners,   prioress"  of  the  nunnery  of  Sopwell. 
The  following  is  her  enumeration  of  the  different  sorts 
of  animals  that  were  then  hunted:  — 
■*'  Wheresoever  ye  fare  by  frith  or  by  fell, 
My  clear  child  take  heed  how  Tristam*  do  you  tell 
How  many  manner  beastis  of  venery  there  were; 
Iiisten  to  your  dame,  and  she  shall  you  lere: — 
Four  manner  beastis  of  venery  ihere  are  ; 
The'first  of  them  is  the  hurt,  the  second  is  the  hare, 
The  boar  is  one  of  tho,  the  wolf  and  not  one  mo. 
And  where  that  ye  come  in  plain  or  in  place, 
J.  shall  you  tell  which  been  beasts  of  enchase; 
One  of  them  is  the  buck,  another  is  the  doe,        • 
The  fox,  and  the  marteron,  and  the  wild  roe; 
And  ye  shall,  my  dear  child,, other  beasts  all,    a 
Whersoye  them  find,  Rascal  ye  shall  them  call/ 
In  frith  or  in  fell,  or  in  forest  I  you  tell." 

In  a  well-known  old  French  treatise  "  On  Hunting  and 
Falconry,"  written  in  the  sixteenth  century  by  Jacques 
du  Fouilloux,  one  of  the  chapters  (the  46th)  is  devoted 
to  the  subject  of  the  properties  and  mode  of  hunting 
the  boar.  The  animal,  this  writer  says,  ^ught  not  to  bev 
accounted  among  beasts  to  be  chased  by  common  hunt- 
ing dogs,  but  is  fit  game  rather  for  mastiff's  and  their 
like.  Dogs,  he  argues,  accustomed  to  hunt  the  boar 
soon  lose  their  delicacy  of  smell,  and  their  capacity  of 
tracking  other  game,  from  being  in  this  sport  accustomed 
to  see  the  object  of  their  pursuit  so  near  them,  and,  as 
he  expressess  it,  to  have  a  strong  sensation  of  their 
beast,  ("  avoir  gr and  sentiment  de  leur  besie")  Besides, 
the  ferocity  and  power  of  the  animal  are  such,  that  in 
our  author's  opinion  it  is  exposing  dogs,  valuable  on  ac- 
count of  their  scent  rather  than  their  strength,  to  far 
too  great  a  risk  to  employ  them  in  this  sort  of  sport. 
The  boar,  he  says,  will  kill  a  dog  with  a  single  blow 
from  his  tusks ;  and  when  he  turns  upon  a  pack,  gene- 
rally selects  the  strongest,  and  will  lay  several  of  them 
dead  in  as  many  instants.  He  speaks  of  one  he  saw, 
which,  while  pursued  by  fifty  dogs,  suddenly  turned 
upon  them,  and  not  only  slew  six  or  seven  of  them,  but 
wounded  so  many  more,  that  only  ten  of  the  whole  num- 
ber came  home  uninjured. 

Boar-hunting,  it  may  be  conceived  from  these  facts, 
was  a  sport  by  no  means  unattended  with  danger  to  the 
hunter  himself,  as  well  as  to  his  dogs.  As  practised 
during  the  middle  ages,  the  animal,  when  brought  to  a 
stand,  was  attacked,  sometimes  on  horseback  and  some-

times  on  foot;  and  either  by  swords  which  were  struck 
into  his  flesh,  or  by  strong  spears  which  were  protruded1 
against  him  till  he  either  rushed  upon  the  point,  or  ex- 
posed himself  to  a  thrust  from  the  person  by  whom  the 
weapon  was  held.  The  parts  into  which  it  was  attempted 
to  plunge  the  spear,  with  the  view  of  inflicting  the  most 
deadly  wounds,  were  the  forehead,  between  the  eyes, 
and  the  breast,  immediately  under  the  shoulder  blade. 
Our  engraving  presents  a  spirited  sketch  of  this  mode 
of  attack.  It  sometimes  happened,  however,  that  the 
boar  would,  by  a  suddfci  movement,  contrive  to  seize 
the  haft  of  the  protrudBLspear  between  his  powerful 
jaws,  in  which  case  his  assalant  was  exposed  to  the  most 
imminent  danger  of  destruction.  One  crunch  was  suffi- 
cient to  grind  the  wood  to  fragments;  and  the  next  in- 
stant, unless  some  one  was  by  to  renew  the  attack,  the 
enraged  beast  had  his  unarmed  enemy  upon  the  ground 
under  his  hoofs,  and  was  ripping  him  up  with  his  tusks. 
When  horses  ware  employed,  they  were  frequently 
wounded  in  this  way. 

Boar-hunting  is  still  a  favourite  amusement  in  India; 
but  there  the  sport  appears  to  be  always  followed  on 
horseback,  and  the  animal  is  attacked  by  long  spears  or 
javelins,' which  are  not  usually  thrust  into  his  flesh,  the 
hunter  retaining  a  hold  of  the  weapon,  but  are  lanced  at 
him  from  a  distance  of  twenty  or  thirty  yards,  as  he  flies 
before  his  mounted  pursuers.  The  Indian  wild  hog 
does  not  seem  to  be  quite  so  ferocious  an  animal  as  either 
the  African  or  the  European  species.  Ample  and  inte- 
resting details  and  anecdotes  on  hog-hunting  in  India 
may  be  found  in  the  works  upon  Indian  field  sports  by 
Daniel,  Williamson,  and  Johnson.  Among  other  anec- 
dotes, Mr.  Johnson  relates  the  following  : — "  I  was  one 
of  a  party  of  eight  gentlemen  on  a  sporting  excursion  at 
Hye,  near  the  city  of  Patna,  on  the  banks  of  the  Soane 
river.  Returning  one  morning  from  shooting,  we  met 
with  a  very  large  boar  in  a  rhur*,  which  we  did  not  fire 
at  or  molest,  as  several  of  the  gentlemen  were  very  fond 
of  hunting  them,  and  we  had  no  spears  with  us.  The 
next  morning  we  all  sallied  forth  in  search  of  him,  and, 
just  as  we  arrived  at  the  spot  where  we  saw  him  the 
day  before,  we  discovered  him,  at  some  distance,  trotting 
off"  towards  a  grass  jungle,  on  the  banks  of  the  river:  we 
pressed  on  our  horses  as  fast  as  possible,  and  were  nearly 
up  with  him,  when  he  disappeared  all  at  once;  our 
horses  were  then  nearly  at  their  full  speed,  and  four  of 
them  could  not  be  pulled  up  in  time  to  prevent  their 
going  into  a  deep  branch  of  the  river,  the  banks  of 
which  were  at  least  fourteen  or  fifteen  feet  high;— luck- 
ily for  us  there  was  no  water  *in  it,  or  any  thing  but  fine 
sand,  and  no  person  was  hurt.  One  of  the  horses,  which 
was  very  vicious,  got  loose,  attacked  the  others,  and 
obliged  all  the  gentlemen  to  quit  them,  and  walk  to 
their  tents,  where  one  of  the  horses  had  arrived  before 
them,  and  the  rest  were  soon  caught.     A  few  days  after 


*  "  Rhur  is  a  species  of  lupine,  or  pulse,  which  grows 
to  the  height  of  from  four  to  six  or  seven  feet ;  the  seeds 
are  eaten  by  the  natives  of  India,  and  are  also  given  to 
the  cattle." 
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this  we  went  again  early  in  the  morning1  in  pursuit  of 
the  same  hog,  and  found  him  farther  off*  from  the  grass 
jungle,  in  a  rhur-field,  from  which,  with  much  difficulty, 
we  drove  him  into  a  plain,  where  he  stood  at  bay,  chal- 
lenging the  whole  party,  boldly  charging  every  horse 
that  came  within  fifty  yards  of  him,  grunting  loudly  as 
he  advanced.  I  was  then  a  novice  in  the  sport,  but  I 
have  never  since  seen  any  hog  charge  so  fiercely.  The 
♦  horse  I  rode  would  not  go  near  him,  and  when  I  was  at 
a  considerable  distance  off',  he. charged  another  horse 
with  such  ferocity  that  mine  re  Jed  and  plunged  in  such 
a  violent  manner  as  to  thr<J>me  oft':  two  or  three 
others  were  dismounted  nearly  at  the  same  time,  and 
although  there  were  many  horses  present  that  had  been 
long  accustomed  to  the  sport,  not  one  of  them  would 
stand  his  charge;  he  fairly  drove  the  whole  party  oft' 
the  field,  and  gently  trotted  on  to  the  grass  jungle, 
(foaming  and  grinding  his  tusks,)  through  which  it  was 
impossible  to  follow  or  drive  him. 

"  The  largest  boar  I  have  ever  seen  killed  was  ex- 
tremely old  and  thin ;  he  measured,  in  height  to  the  top 
of  the  shoulder,  forty-three  inches,  and  his  tusks  were 
ten  inches  long.  He  was  fierce,  but  showed  little  sport, 
owing  to  his  taking  shelter  in  a  thick  rhur-field,  from 
which  we  could  not  drive  him.  Two  very  large  grey- 
hounds were  slipped  to  him;  one  of  them  he  instantly 
killed,  and  the  other  he  severely  wounded.  A  random 
spear,  thrown  by  a  gentleman  who  did  not  see  him  dis- 
tinctly at  the  time,  struck  him  in  the  head,  and  he  fell 
dead  without  receiving  any  other  wound." 

In  England  there  has  been  no  boar-hunting  for  some 
ages.  In  France,  however,  where  there  are  large  tracts 
of  forest  which  supply  fuel  to  the  towns,  boars  are  not 
uncommon,  although  their  ferocity  is  much  diminished. 
At  Chantilly,  within  forty  miles  of  Paris,  the  late  Prince 
of  Conde  (who  died  in  1830)  kept  a  regular  pack  of 
hounds  for  hunting  the  boar.  They  were  large  and 
strong  dogs,  much  resembling  the  English  fox-hound, 
though  more  muscular  and  bony.  The  huntsman,  in 
the  summer  of  1830,  mentioned  to  some  English  gentle- 
men who  visited  this  hunting-palace,  that  he  had  seen 
at  one  time  a  few  days  previous,  as  many  as  fourteen 
wild  pigs  in  the  forest  of  Chantilly.  Boar-hunting  is 
still  practised  in  some  parts  of  Germany,  but  in  a  fashion 
which  at  once  deprives  the  sport  of  its  only  redeeming 
quality — its  adventurous  character,  and  makes  it  more 
cruel  and  sanguinary  than  ever.  The  animals  who  are 
to  be  destroyed  are  first  enclosed  in  a  sort  of  pen,  from 
which  they  can  only  escape  by  one  opening,  and  when 
they  attempt  to  rush  out,  are  slaughtered  there  by  the 
hunters,  who  sit  on  horseback,  armed  with  spears  and 
swords,  with  which  they  have  only  to  strike  them  till 
they  expire. 

We  may  remark  that,  in  some  countries,  even  the 
domesticated  hog  retains  a  great  deal  of  the  fierceness 
which  characterizes  the  wild  breed.  Mr.  Lloyd,  in  his 
"Field  Sports  of  the  North  of  Europe,"  relates  the  fol- 
lowing adventure,  which  befel  him  near  Carlstad  in 
Sweden: — "Towards  evening,  and  when  about  8  miles 
from  home,  we  came  to  a  small  hamlet,  situated  on  the 


recesses  of  the  forest ;  here  an  old.ww  and  her  progeny 
made  a  determined  dash  at  a  brace  of  very  valuable 
pointers  I  at  that  time  had  along,  with  me,  and.who  na- 
turally  took  shelter  behind*- us.     My  man  had  a  light 
spear  in  his  hand,  similar  to  those  u^cd  hv  our  huket's; 
this  1  took  possession  pf;  and  directing  him  to  thuyw 
the  dogs  over  a  fence,  in  the  fingte  of  which  v. 
cooped  up,  I  placed  myself  beuveen  the  dogs  H 
pursuers.     The  sow,  nevertheless,  pre'ssedJorwarchCjfleP, 
it  was  only  by  giving  her  a  severe  blow  across  the  8rMHM 
with  the  butt  end  of  the  spear,  that  I  stopped  her  'fifty: *j 
ther  career.    Nothing  daunted,  however,  by  this  recep- 
tion,  she  directed  her  next  attuck  against  myself;  when 
in  self-defence,  1  was  obliged  to  give  her  a  home  thrust 
with  the  point  of  the  spear.     These  attacks  she  repeated 
three  several  times,  and  as  often  got  the  spear  up  to  the 
hilt  in  either  her  head  or  neck.     She  then  slowly  re- 
treated, bleeding  at  all  pores.     So  savage  and  ferocious 
a  beast  I  never  saw  in  my  life.     In  the  fray  I  broke. my 
spear,  which  was  as' well,  for  k  was  by  no  means  strongs 
enough  to  answer  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended. 
.     .     .     .    This  was  not  a  solitary  instance  of  the  ferocity 
of  pigs.     It   was   the  same  throughout   Sweden;   fur, 
whenever  the#  caught  sight  of  my  dogs,  they  generally 
charged;  and,  if  they  came  up  with  them,  would  tumble 
them  over  and  over  again  with  their  snouts." 

KEV.  JOHN  NEWTON. 

The  Rev.  Jonx  Newton  used  to  improve  every  oc- 
currence, which  he  could  Willi  propriety  introduce  into 
the  pulpit.  One  night,  he  found  a  bill  put  up  at  St. 
Mary  Woolnoths,  upon  which  he  largely  commented 
in  his  sermon.  The  note  was  to  this  effect,  "a  young 
man  having  come  to  the  possesion  of  a  very  consider- 
able estate,  desires  the  prayers  of  the  congregation,  that 
he  may  be  preserved  from  the  snares  which  it  exposes 
him."  "Now  if  the  man,"  said  Mr.  Newton,  "Had  lost 
his  fortune,  the  world  would  not  have  wondered  to  see 
him  put  up  such  a  note ;  but  this  man  had  been  better 
taught." 

Two  or  three  years  before  the  death  of  Mr.  Newton, 
when  his  sight  was  become  so  dim,  that  he  was  no  long- 
er able  to  read,  an  aged  friend,  and  brother  in  the  min- 
istry, called  on  him  to  breakfast.  Family  prayer  suc- 
ceeding, the  portion  of  scripture  for  the  day  was  read 
to  him.  It  was  suggested  by  "Bogatzky's  golden  trea- 
sury." "By  the  grace  of  God,  I  am  what  I  am."  It 
was  the  good  man's  custom  on  these  occasions  to  make 
a  few  short  remarks  on  the  passage  read.  After  the 
reading  of  this  text,  he  paused  for  some  moments,  and 
then  added  the  following  affecting  soliloquy :—"  I  am 
not  what  I  ought  to  be !  ah,  how  imperfect  and  deficient ! 
I  am  not  what  I  -wish  to  be  !  I  abhor  that  which  is  evil, 
and  would  cleave  to  that  which  is  good.  When  I  would 
do  good,  evil  is  present  with  me  !  I  am  not  what  I  hope 
to  be !  soon,  soon  I  shall  put  off  mortality,  all  sin,  and 
imperfection.,  Yet  though  I  am  not  what  I  ought  to  be, 
nor  what  I  -wish  to  be,  nor  what  I  hope  to  be,  1  can  truly 
say,  I  am  not  what  I  once  was,  a  slave  to  sin  and  Satan  j 
and  by  the  grace  of  God  I  am  -what  I  am.    Let  us  pray."
